The German high seas fleet—comprised of 10 dreadnoughts, 


b batle cruisers, 10 light cruisers and a number of destroyers— 
was to meet the Allied fleet in the North Sea off the British coast 
lor the formal ceremony of surrendering. 


According to plans the German war ships were to pass down 


a long lane of Allied craft composed of British, American, French, 
and perhaps Italian and other vessels. The surrender was to be 
received personally by Admiral Beatty, commander of the British 
grand fleet. Admiral Rodman is the American commander. 


Among the war ships which Germany was expected to deliver 


to the Allies were: The superdreadnough Bayern, of 28,000 tons, 
carrying eight 15-inch guns with a complement of 1100 men, built 
in 1916; dreadnoughts Koenig, Grosser Kurfurst, Markgraf, and 
Kron Prinz, each of 25,800 tons. The Kaiser, Kaiserin, Frederick, 
Koenig Albert, Prinz Regent, and Luitfold, each of 24,700 tons. 
These were built in 1913 and succeeding years. The battle cruise 
Hindenburg completed in 1916, JJismark built in 1917, and the 
Derfflinger, completed in 1914; each of 27,000 tons. The

SMASHING PRECEDENTS 


There is no real reason for a President 01 these United States j 


to be confined to the borders of the nation, not that our forty-eight j 
states are not big enough to afford ampk traveling facilities and 
range, and not that we do not have right here every beautiful 
thing to be seen and every luxury to be enjoyed, but we believe 
that the long-believed tale that a President could not leave the 
United States during ma term of o/iicc is only a cumbersome prece- 
dent and should be smashed. 


However, the motives prompting the President in his an- 


nounced intention of going to Europe at this time, are the sub- 
ject of much discussion and the wisdom of this procedure is open 
to criticism. Administration organs and orthodox Democrats be- 
liove that President Wilson is the sole author, originator and ad- 
ministrator of tne world destiny and that he should go over to the 
preliminary peace confab to explain to the lesser lights just what 
they should do and why. If such be true, but we doubt it, then it 
will be acknowledged by the historians of the future that Wood- j 
row Wilson was the master mind of ihe Twentieth Century. 


Others contend that the President should be on hand because 


of the fact that he is familiar with the desires and feelings of the 
belligerents before the U. S. entered the war and has been the 
recipient of so many important overtures from both sides. This 
argument is knocked into a cocked hat because Secretary Lansing 
is just as familiar with these developments as the President, that 
is providing the Secretary of S.atc was allowed to exercise the 
full functions of his office. 
Ma.iy of these matters however ap- 


pear to be locked up in the breast of the erstwhile Col. House and 
not in possession of Mr. Lansing. We can well spare Col. House 
*so why not send him with Mr. Lansing for the confidential stuff. 


The final reason for the prcs 3iice of the President at the peace 


table is one not openly advocated by his supporters but we believe 
it to be the real reason. From the day that President Wilson 
shocked staid old Washington by walking into the halls of Con- 
gres and talking in person to the .nembcrs he has been the greatest 
exponent of the "big 1 and little you" doctrine in the world. Cur 
Democratic friends accused T. K. of being of that stripe but Mr. 
Wilson with his federal control of everything from soup to nuts 
has made T. R. look like a piker i.s a weilder of the big stick. 


In making the trip lo Europe Mr. Wilson is robbing the peace 


plenipotentiaries of all their dignity. 
If Mr. Wilson is to sit there, 


the other gentlemen must necessarily be figureheads. 
Were they 


to disagree with th Chief Executive on vital points we would bc 
the laughing stock of the world end the cause of ridicule from the 
6olaheviki. Mr. Wilson by his act will convey the impression, wil- 
Jinglyor unwillingly, that the gieat statesmen of this nation are 
not equal to the occasion of dealing with the Hun as the American 
people wish. 


If it is just a vacation and a trip to the battlefield that Mr. 


Wilson wants, give him two weeks with full pay. 
Yes, give him 


a month.

The German high seas fleet—comprised of 10 dreadnoughts, 


b batle cruisers, 10 light cruisers and a number of destroyers— 
was to meet the Allied fleet in the North Sea off the British coast 
lor the formal ceremony of surrendering.

a long lane of Allied craft composed of British, American, French, 
and perhaps Italian and other vessels.

SMASHING PRECEDENTS 


There is no real reason for a President 01 these United States j 


to be confined to the borders of the nation, not that our forty-eight j 
states are not big enough to afford ampk traveling facilities and 
range, and not that we do not have right here every beautiful 
thing to be seen and every luxury to be enjoyed, but we believe 
that the long-believed tale that a President could not leave the 
United States during ma term of o/iicc is only a cumbersome prece- 
dent and should be smashed. 


However, the motives prompting the President in his an- 


nounced intention of going to Europe at this time, are the sub- 
ject of much discussion and the wisdom of this procedure is open 
to criticism. Administration organs and orthodox Democrats be- 
liove that President Wilson is the sole author, originator and ad- 
ministrator of tne world destiny and that he should go over to the 
preliminary peace confab to explain to the lesser lights just what 
they should do and why. If such be true, but we doubt it, then it 
will be acknowledged by the historians of the future that Wood- j 
row Wilson was the master mind of ihe Twentieth Century. 


Others contend that the President should be on hand because 


of the fact that he is familiar with the desires and feelings of the 
belligerents before the U. S. entered the war and has been the 
recipient of so many important overtures from both sides. This 
argument is knocked into a cocked hat because Secretary Lansing 
is just as familiar with these developments as the President, that 
is providing the Secretary of S.atc was allowed to exercise the 
full functions of his office. 
Ma.iy of these matters however ap- 


pear to be locked up in the breast of the erstwhile Col. House and 
not in possession of Mr. Lansing. We can well spare Col. House 
*so why not send him with Mr. Lansing for the confidential stuff. 


The final reason for the prcs 3iice of the President at the peace 


table is one not openly advocated by his supporters but we believe 
it to be the real reason. From the day that President Wilson 
shocked staid old Washington by walking into the halls of Con- 
gres and talking in person to the .nembcrs he has been the greatest 
exponent of the "big 1 and little you" doctrine in the world. Cur 
Democratic friends accused T. K. of being of that stripe but Mr. 
Wilson with his federal control of everything from soup to nuts 
has made T. R. look like a piker i.s a weilder of the big stick.
